Shortstop 


The Cleveland Leader 


Says This Position Re- 
quires an "Iron Arm." 
Must "Be Able to Han- 
dle Ball In "Any Old 
Position."

Captain or Cleveland Americans. 


The shortstop's life, like tlie police- 


man's, is uot a happy one. I have 
played several jMwitions on a baseball 
team aud J know what I say. Short 
field covering involves a tremendous 
responsibility iu both receiving hit 
balls and getting away .thrown balls 
accurately, to say nothing of having to 
size up a piny with two or three pos- 
sible solutions every few minutes. 


I huve found out that there is one 


thing above all others that the short- 
stop must have, and that is ability to 
get the ball away from any old posi- 
tion and deliver it accurately and fast. 


To meet this requirement the fielder 


must have an arm of iron and must 6e 
naturally quick in mind, foot, eye and 
hand. 
There are some few things 


which can assist natural ability and 
qualifications in this respect. One of 
them Is constant practice. 


The shortstop's position at his station 


is not a much mooted one. Normally 
the short fielders, Including myself, 
play very deep, provided they possess 
strong "whips." Xo other player, by 
the way, thau one who does can hope 
to last long In this position. For a left 
hand batter the position Is somewhat 
different. I would in that case move 
somewhat to the right and well back. 


The signals for curves to the pitcher 


also cause me to change my position, 
as they do with every careful short- 
stop. For example, a straight ball to 
a right hand batter means that the ball, 
if a grounder, will probably be hit 
straight to short or third base, while an
